propos^ new’ well. Milaeger Co., 
a new firm in this locality was the 
D K ^r. The bid of Henry Boy son, 
Jr., who has constructed other Ar-* 
lingtdn 
wells, 
-was 
high 
with 
a bid of $11,455.65. Geiger Co.’s 
bid of $9 ,508 w’as the only other 
one receiv ed. 
The low bid w’as joyful news for 
the aldermen, who 
had receiv ed 
w o^ last month from the state 
health departm ent that chlorinators 
would hav e to be included in their 
well project. The board members 
had v isions of an increased bond 
iss^e to mak e the additional instal­ 
lation. 
The sav ing made in the cost of 
the well, will permit either a deep­ 
er well and an 
increased water 
^'PPiyi or installation of chlorin­ 
ators and perhaps both. The pres­ 
ent specifications call for a well 
9 10 feet deep with a sixteen inch 
opening at the top and ten inches 
a t the bottom. 
Mr. Milaeger, who was present, 
was questioned minutely regarding 
his ability to deliv er. He referred 
the board 
to a number of large 
wells he has 
constructed in the 
southern part 
of Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois. He explained his 
low price to his equipment, his 
class of work men and 24 hour op­ 
eration. He stated that he could 
mov e his driller here within a few’ 
days and complete the w’ell within 
sixty days. 
The aldermen will inv estigate his 
responsibility and wells that he 
has drilled. 
New wells for defense operations 
was giv en by Engineer Consoer as 
the reason for the few number bids 
receiv ed on the project.

The equipment is so 
built that it can be easily remov ed 
and sav ed for next Christmas sea­ 
son wheni t is the plan of the park 
board to add to the display.

Ailington 
Has Its Own 
BaU Wreck 


Ten years ago the North W est­ 
ern railroad experienced at Arling­ 
ton Heights one of its worst wreclM 
in .a decade. Two loteomotiv es and 
a dozen passenger cars were des­ 
troyed. and one life lost when an 
engine hit a cement tile that was 
being hauled across the right-of- 
way. Arlington Heights has waited 
ten years for its next wreck , w’hich 
arriv ed at 10:30 Tuesday morning 
when a switch engine was pusheu 
into the caboose of its own train. 
The engine was mak ing a “fly­ 
ing” switch in which the engine, 
after a running start, goes up one 
track and the following cars on a 
second track . There w’as not suf­ 
ficient time for the flagman to 
throw the switch and the cars, 
running wild, hit the back of the 
locomotiv e with sufficient force to 
push it into the caboose of the en­ 
gine’s own train which was stand­ 
ing on the same track .

Rail Wreck 


Ten years ago the North W est­ 
ern railroad experienced at Arling­ 
ton Heights one of its w’orst w’recks 
in a decade. Two locomotives and 
a dozen passenger cars were des­ 
troyed. and one life losi when an 
engine hit a cement tile that was 
being hauled across the right-of- 
way. Arlington Heights has waited 
ten years for its next wreck, which 
arrived at 10:30 Tuesday morning 
when a switch engine was pusheu 
into the caboose of its owm train. 
The engine was making a “fly­ 
ing” switch in w’hich the engine, 
after a running start, goes up one 
track and the following cars on a 
second track. There was not suf­ 
ficient time for the flagman to 
throw' the swatch and the cars, 
running wild, hit the back of the 
locomotive with sufficient force to 
push it into the caboose of the en­ 
gine’s own train which was stand­ 
ing on the same track. 
The accident happened at 10:30 
and was not cleared until 2:30 that 
afternoon, after a large wrecker 
came out from Chicago to lift the 
caboose off the engine. No one was 
injured; the caboose was not dam­ 
aged mole than many autos that 
are rammed by a driver who “didn’t 
see it stop;’’ the engine lost its 
headlights but was able to proceed 
under its own power.

T was with the icy wastes of 
Alaska as a background that 
Rex Beach first made his mark as 
a story-teller.

Many chu rches lose the interest 
of the masses becau se their ser­ 
mons featu re negative, impractical 
platitu des. Dr. Walter A. Maier of 
Concordia Seminary declared Su n­ 
day in his co ast-to -co ast Lu theran 
Hou r bro adcast, which is now heard 
over 250 statio ns in 15 cou ntries. 


“The hope o f American Chris- 
tianianity,” the noted evangelist 
said, “is not to be fou nd in waver­ 
ing emotionalism o r pu lpit specu la­ 
tion concerning the role that Hitler, 
Mu ssolini, Stalin are said to play 
in Biblical prophecies. The chu rch­ 
es’ power to morrow will come, not 
thro u gh the emphasis on an earth­ 
ly millenniu m, not thro u gh qu es­ 
tion mark preaching, no t thro u gh 
compromise with modern u nbelief 
o r silent appro val of worldliness, 
bu t thro u gh positive, u nqu estio ning 
proclamatio n of Jesu s Christ as the 
Son of God and the sin-removing 
Saviou r of the world. 


“Chu rches mu st u se every pos­ 
sible o ppo rtu nity and facility fo r 
^ training in Christian faith. 
An 
u ninformed, weak-kneed, spiritu al­ 
ly igno rant chu rch canno t over­ 
come the ho stile attacks on the 
Gospel. The pillar tru ths o f Christ’s 
Gospel will be assailed with the 
hatred never before known in this 
age o r co u ntry, o u r chu rches shou ld 
prepare to meet these tactics with 
far-reaching pro grams fo r child 
training, catechism instru ctio n and^ 
home gu idance. 
Continu ed bom­ 
bardment and the destru ctio n of 
religiou s bu ildings have prevented 
British Christians in many com­ 
mu nities fro m worshipping in their 
chu rches, bu t these are retu rning 
to the examples of the first Chris­ 
tian chu rch by condu cting services 
in their homes. America needs far 
more of Christ in the home and 
modernism in o u r pu lpits combined 
with ou tspo ken u nbelief may help 
to make many homes, as in the 
primitive chu rch, ‘hou ses o f God’.’

They fou nd that ap p les in cold stor­ 
age for more than seven months 
shrank only a p ou nd to the b u shel, 
b u t that u nwaxed ap p les k ep t at 60 
degrees shrank a half-p ou nd p er 
b u shel in five week s.

ap p les “materially redu ced” their 
shrink age in low-hu midity areas, 
they discovered. The waxing does 
not affect the flavor. The scientists 
said that waxing delated the onset 
of mealiness in Deliciou s ap p les and 
redu ced the “core flu sh” in McIntosh 
ap p les.

Waxing Apples 
Waxing of apples has “markedly 
prolonged the salability” of them, 
D. V. Fisher and J. E. Brittain of 
the Dominion experimental station, 
Summerland, B. C., said recently. 
They found that apples in cold stor­ 
age for more than seven months 
shrank only a pound to the bushel, 
but that unwaxed apples kept at 60 
degrees shrank a half-pound per 
bushel in five wTeeks. 
Waxing of 
apples “materially reduced” their 
shrinkage in low-humidity areas, 
they discovered. 
The waxing does 
not affect the flavor. The scientists 
said that waxing delayed the onset 
of mealiness in Delicious apples and 
reduced the “core flush” in McIntosh 
apples.

^ The Cardinals won their first

Woman Sculptor 
The first woman sculptor in the 
United. States was Patience Lovell 
Wright (1725-85) who made the ear­ 
liest recorded attempts at sculptural 
expression in the American colonies. 
Her portraits, modeled in wax, were 
highly praised in the Colonies and 
in England, where she lived after 
1772, and modeled likenesses of the 
king, queen and other notables. Her 
full-length likeness of Lord Chatham 
in wTax was kept for a number of 
years in a glass case at Westmin­ 
ster Abbey.
